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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

""I  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1959. 

The  statistics  for  births  and  deaths  are  substantially 
the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  is  slightly 
below  the  national  average.  The  death  rate  is  well  below  the 
national  figure.  Deaths  were  once  again  mainly  due  to  heart 
and  circulatory  disorders.  The  number  of  deaths  from  CANCER 
was  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  There  were  three 
deaths  from  motor  accidents  and  eight  from  other  causes,  most 
of  the  latter  being  to  old  persons. 

Attendances  at  the  Welfare  Centres  have  been  well 
maintained,  three  Centres  in  particular  showing  substantial 
increases  in  attendances,  viz,  Ke ss ingland ,  Somerleyton  and 
Re yd on. 


The  incidence  of  all  infectious  diseases  was  low 
during  the  year,  measles  being  the  only  one  which  could  be 
said  to  have  been  at  all  prevalent. 

The  various  immunisation  schemes  continued  as 
previously  and  the  response  from  the  public  has  been  q.uite 
good.  Protection  against  tetanus  is  now  available  and  the 
Triple  Vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  is  now  almost  universally  in  use, 
thus  reducing  considerably  the  number  of  injections  which 
were  previously  necessary  to  ensure  protection  from  these 
three  diseases.  *  . 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  is  much  as  in  previous 
years  and  is  of  a  satisfactorily  low  figure,  there  being 
only  five  new  cases  notified  during  the.  year. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during 
the  year,  which  speaks  very  well  indeed  for  the  hygiene 
supervision  of  the  many  catering  establishments  coping  with 
large  numbers  of  holiday  makers  during  the  summer  season, 

I  do  myself  visit  as  many  of  the  holiday  camps  as  I  can 
during  the  season  and  I  know  from  these  visits,  that  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  are  very  vigilent  and- that  the 
recommendations  they  make  during  their  visits-  are  acted . on 
in  all  cases  by  the  Managements  of  these  holiday  establishments. 
It  is  remarkable,  to  see  the  continual  improvement  in  amenities 
which  the  camps  are  introducing,  some  excellently  designed  and 
maintained  swimming  pools  now  being  a  feature  of  several  of 
the  larger  camps. 

Routine  inspection  of  the  caravan  sites  of  course, 
is  also  carried  out,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  report. 

Once  again,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  thank  you  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  your  interest  and  support  durihg 
the  year,

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REPORT  of  the  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
for  the  YEAR  1959. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  upon  the 
work  of  the  Department  in  1959,  There  were  no  staff 
changes  during  the  year  and  it  was  possible  to  continue 
and  almost  complete  the  programme  of  action  approved  in 
1955  regarding  unfit  houses  which  were  not  capable  of  repair 
at  reasonable  expense.  All  animals  killed  in  licensed 
slaughterhouses  for  human  consumption,  totalling  5 >571 » 
were  inspected.  The  improvements  recommended  by  the 
Fire  Service  Officers  for  pertroleum  storage  installations 
were  carried  out,  A  salvage  collection  scheme  was 
successfully  started  and  the  reduction  of  cesspool 
emptying-  work  following  the  completion  of  the  Carlton 
Colville  sewerage  scheme  enabled  the  public  cleansing 
services  to  be  carried  out  more  efficiently  and  at  less 
cost  than  in  the  previous  year,

There  was  a  continued  increase  in  the  number  of 
premises  requiring-  a  service  and  in  the  size- and  weight  of 
loads  handled.  Average  loads  varied  from  2-g-  tons  in  the 
summer  to  4i  tons  during  the  v/inter  and  it  is  estimated 
that  the  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  amounted  to 
3,000  tons.  The  frequency  of  collection  was  improved  in 
three  larger  parishes  and  70?b  of  the  premises  in  the  district 
have  a  weekly  service,  the  remainder  being  covered  each 
fortnight.  The  holiday  and  caravan  camps  had  a  twice 
weekly  service  in  order  to  reasonably  control  the  amount  of 
refuse  from  the  thousands  of  holiday  visitors.  - 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
either  on  land  in  the  district  or  by  arrangement  on  the 
tips  of  the  Lowestoft  and  Southwold  Borough  Councils.

The  completion  of  the  Carlton  Colville  sewerage 
scheme  considerably  eased  the  demands  on  this  service  and 
the  work  was  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  A 
scheme  of  charges  was  approved  and  operated  whereby  cesspools 
had  up  to  twelve  loads  removed  and  septic  tanks  were  emptied 
if  necessary  twice  a  year.  Any  further  requests  were  carried 
carried  out  only  on  payment  of  £1  per  load  or  per  emptying. 


There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  permanent 
employees,  that  is  the  foreman  and  eight  men  but  it  was 
necessary  to  have  additional  temporary  staff  in  the  summer 
months. 


A  scheme  for  salvage  collection  was  started  and 
paper,  metal,  wool  and  rags  were  sold  for  £377.  5s.  Id. 

The  men  received  a  bonus'  based  on  the  value  of  the  material 
sold.
